Executive  Vice  President 

Richard  Ponterio  began  collecting  coins  as  a young  boy  at  the  age  of  1 0.  His  interests  first  peaked  in  numismatics  while  work- 
ing for  his  uncle  who  owned  a vending  machine  company.  During  the  summer,  Rick  would  accompany  his  uncle  along  his 
route,  re-stocking  the  machines  and  collecting  the  coins  which  had  been  deposited.  At  the  end  of  each  day,  the  two  of  them 
would  search  through  the  coins  for  dates  and  varieties  they  needed  for  their  collections.  In  1 972  he  decided  to  make  numis- 
matics his  full  time  profession.  From  1 974-1982  he  helped  co-found  the  firm  Ponterio  & Wyatt,  conducting  mail  bid  auctions, 
price  lists,  and  attending  major  coin  shows.  In  1982  he  formed  the  company  Ponterio  & Associates  which  was  accepted  in  to 
the  I.A.P.N.  (International  Association  of  Professional  Numismatists)  in  1988,  and  served  on  the  executive  committee  of  the 
I.A.P.N.  for  eight  years.  He  joined  the  P.N.G.  (Professional  Numismatists  Guild)  in  1979,  and  served  on  its  board  of  directors  for 
six  years.  He  is  an  ANA  life  member  and  is  the  president  of  the  New  York  International  Numismatic  Convention. 


Christine  Karstedt 

Executive  Vice  President  of  Consignments 

Christine  Karstedt  serves  as  executive  vice  president  of  consignments.  A familiar  figure  at  numismatic  conventions  and  auctions 
for  over  two  decades,  Chris  has  built  a vast  auction  contacts  during  her  extensive  career.

A respected  member  of  the  most  esteemed  numismatic 
associations,  Ron  is  a past  president  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  as  well  as  the  recipient  of  the  Founders  Award, 
the  highest  honor  of  the  PNG.  Fie  is  a Life  Member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  a member  of  the  International 
Association  of  Professional  Numismatists  for  more  than  two  decades,  and  founding  charter  member  No.  1 1 of  the  Professional 
Coin  Grading  Service  (PCGS). 


Harvey  Stack 

Senior  Numismatic  Consultant 

Flarvey  Stack  is  the  son  of  Morton  M.  Stack  and  nephew  of  Joseph  B.  Stack,  who  formed  Stacks  rare  coin  business  in  1933, 
where  Flarvey  worked  as  a full-time  staff  member  for  62  years,  from  1 947  until  his  retirement  in  2009  as  chief  manager  of  busi- 
ness affairs.  During  those  six  decades,  Flarvey  personally  conducted  more  auction  sales  than  anyone  in  the  numismatic  industry, 
and  he  appraised  and  cataloged  countless  numismatic  rarities  and  was  responsible  for  the  sale  of  some  of  the  most  spectacular 
collections  in  history,  such  as  the  Anderson-Dupont  Collection,  the  Davis-Graves  Collection,  and  the  Flarold  S.  Bareford  Collec- 
tion. In  1996,  Flarvey  addressed  the  U.S.  Flouse  Banking  Committee  to  propose  the  State  commemorative  quarters  series,  and 
when  the  program  ended  in  2008  the  U.S.  Mint  estimated  that  147  million  people  were  collecting  state  quarters.  Flarvey  has 
been  a member  of  the  ANA  for  more  than  half  a century,  as  well  as  countless  other  significant  numismatic  associations. 


Lawrence  R.  Stack 

Senior  Numismatic  Consultant 

Lawrence  R.  Stack,  son  of  Flarvey  Stack,  joined  the  family  firm  in  1 973,  having  learned  much  of  the  business  from  his  own  study, 
dealing,  and  family  experience.  Fie  is  personally  responsible  for  the  development  of  many  important  and  noteworthy  collections 
and  brought  several  significant  collections  to  Stack  s,  including  the  John  J.  Ford  Jr.  Collection,  the  Dallas  Bank  Collection,  as  well 
as  the  world  record  sale  of  the  highest  price  ever  realized  at  auction  for  a rare  coin,  the  legendary  1933  St.  Gaudens  Double 
Eagle  that  realized  an  astonishing  $7.59  million  (the  two  latter  sales  in  partnership  with  Sotheby's).  An  experienced  collector, 
Lawrence  has  formed  major  collections  of  French  Ecus,  Five-Franc  pieces,  and  Ecus  d'Or,  and  his  in-depth  collection  of  Celtic  and 
Anglo-Saxon  coins  ranks  high  among  the  finest  ever  assembled.  Flis  Renaissance  medals  collection  is  now  one  of  the  standard 
reference  works  for  the  field.

Numismatics  is  a Ponterio  family  tradition,  including  Kent  s father,  Richard  H.  Ponterio,  and  his  grandfather,  James  E.  Ponterio. 
As  a child  Kent  would  spend  weekends  and  summers  in  his  father  s store,  and  attend  coin  shows  working  as  a page  for  pocket 
money  to  spend  on  coins.  He  began  with  United  States  coinage,  and  soon  switched  to  Spanish  Colonial  coinage.  He  worked 
for  his  fathers  San  Diego-based  company,  Ponterio  & Associates,  from  1993-2008,  at  which  point  the  firm  was  acquired  by 
Stack's  Bowers  Galleries. 

In  2002,  Kent  published  an  article,  "The  Coinage  of  Mexico  Struck  During  the  Reign  of  Charles  and  Johanna,  New  Finds  Reas- 
signing the  Chronology  of  Assayers,"  published  in  the  United  States,  Mexico  and  Spain.  In  2002  and  2007  he  received  the 
"Alberto  Francisco  Pradeau"  award,  the  highest  award  given  by  La  Sociedad  Numismatica  de  Mexico  for  contributions  to  the 
advancement  of  Mexican  numismatics;  and  in  2006  he  received  the  "Numismatic  Achievement"  award  from  Numismatics 
International.  Kent  has  conducted  lectures  at  key  numismatic  conventions,  and  published  a book  in  Colombia  on  the  8 Escudo 
cob  coinage  struck  at  the  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota  Mint.

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The  Dr  John  Abner  Snell  Collection 


John  Abner  Snell  was  born  in  Knife  Falls,  Minnesota,  on  October  28,  1880.  The  fifth  of  eight  children, 
Snell  grew  up  in  central  Florida  receiving  a solid  Methodist  education  at  home  and  at  Sunday  school,  and 
at  the  early  age  of  14  he  felt  the  desire  to  devote  himself  to  God's  service.  His  university  years  began  at 
Emory  College  at  age  1 9,  and  then  he  completed  his  undergraduate  education  at  Peabody  Normal  College 
in  Nashville  in  1903.  After  two  years  working  in  California  to  help  support  his  family,  Snell  returned  to 
Nashville  in  1905  faced  with  a life-changing  decision:  to  become  a minister  or  a doctor. 

Feeling  the  more  valuable  need  in  the  world  for  doctors,  Snell  entered  Vanderbilt  Medical  College  in  1 905. 
Then  in  1907  Snell  married  Grace  Evelyn  Birkett,  a fellow  Peabody  student.  Soon  after,  with  graduation 
on  the  horizon,  Snell  applied  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  - South  to  work  in  the  foreign  missions, 
expressing  his  intense  desire  to  help  the  needy.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Snell  arrived  in  China  in  1 909,  and  it  was  there 
that  they  spent  the  next  28  years  working  and  building  the  Soochow  Hospital. 

Once  in  China,  Dr.  Snell  was  given  the  Chinese  name  of  Soo  E-sang,  and  he  promptly  went  to  work 
performing  life-saving  surgeries  and  improving  the  hospital.  In  1920  he  obtained  financing  from  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation,  and  by  1922  the  hospital  boasted  the  very  latest  medical  chief  administrator  and 
surgeon  in  1927. 

Throughout  his  tenure  at  Soochow  Hospital,  Dr.  Snell  fostered  the  respect  and  admiration  of  his  patients 
and  colleagues  for  his  medical  skill  and  compassion,  even  earning  the  reputation  of  a "miracle  worker."  To 
many  he  was  Dr.  John  Snell,  "famous  missionary  doctor." 

Dr.  Snell  passed  away  tragically  and  unexpectedly  in  1936  at  the  age  of  55  from  pneumonia,  fallen  in  the 
line  of  duty  as  he  continued  to  work  through  fever  and  illness  driven  by  his  deep  dedication  to  his  patients. 
News  of  his  passing  dealt  a crushing  blow  to  his  beloved  community,  who  overflowed  the  cemetery  chapel 
as  they  paid  their  final  respects  to  the  man  who  had  saved  many  of  their  lives  and  the  lives  of  loved  ones. 

The  Dr.  John  Abner  Snell  Collection  is  a remarkable  collection  of  mostly  20th  century  Chinese  coins 
consisting  of  approximately  765  copper  and  brass  of  various  denominations,  and  1 85  silver.  This  extensive 
collection  remained  in  the  Snell  family  passed  from  generation  to  generation  for  75  years,  locked  away 
in  its  original  60-pound  steamer  trunk,  each  coin  meticulously  tied  with  silk  twine  into  1 5 custom-made, 
fabric  lined  trays.  The  collection  is  a snapshot  of  Chinese  numismatic  history  from  Empire  to  Republic 
issues,  as  well  as  an  extensive  offering  of  Provincial  issues  in  copper,  brass  and  silver,  and  extraordinary 
highlights  abound  to  delight  the  collector.  The  collection  left  the  family  in  201 1 when  it  was  consigned 
to  auction  by  the  five  children  of  Dr.  Snell's  oldest  son,  John  Raymond,  who  graciously  agreed  to  offer  the 
collection  to  the  collecting  public  who  would  enjoy  and  appreciate  it  the  most.  It  is  the  winning  bidder  from 
the  201 1 auction  who  presents  the  collection  today  in  its  entirety.

History  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society 


The  American  Numismatic  Society  was  formed  by  a group  of  collectors  in  New  York  City  in  1 858,  at  a time  when 
many  learned  societies  were  created.  Although  the  initial  meeting  of  the  collectors  occurred  in  March  of  1 858, 
the  Society  looks  back  to  April  6, 1 858,  as  its  date  of  creation;  that  was  the  day  on  which  the  fledgling  Society's 
first  constitution  and  bylaws  were  approved  by  the  membership.  That  same  month,  the  Society  accessioned  its 
first  coin. 

The  collection  and  study  of  coins  became  widespread  during  the  mid  19th  century.  Within  a short  time, 
substantial  donations  of  coins,  medals  and  books  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  now  extensive  cabinet  and  library. 
Under  the  leadership  of  several  dynamic,  resourceful  and  generous  presidents,  the  ANS  grew  to  become  a 
major  international  center  for  numismatic  research.  One  of  these  presidents.  Archer  M.  Huntington,  scion  of 
the  family  who  built  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  and  a serious  collector,  gave  the  Society  land  at  1 55th  Street 
and  Broadway  and  contributed  toward  construction  of  the  neoclassical  building,  which  opened  in  1908.  In 
1929,  Huntington  underwrote  the  expansion  of  the  building  which  doubled  its  size.  As  President  of  the  ANS 
from  1916  to  1941,  Edward  T.  Newell,  a scholar  of  Greek  coins,  guided  the  Society  toward  making  its  mark 
worldwide.  He  also  left  his  enormous  personal  coin  collection  to  the  Society. 

It  was  in  the  latter  half  of  the  20th  century  that  the  Society  evolved  into  the  foremost  numismatic  research 
institution  in  the  United  States.  Its  cabinet  of  nearly  one  million  objects  ranks  with  the  largest  in  the  world  and 
is  an  extraordinary  resource  for  students  of  the  humanities.  Its  unique  library  of  over  100,000  items  is  the  most 
comprehensive  collection  of  numismatic  literature  in  existence. 

The  interpretation  and  exploitation  of  these  vast  holdings  is  the  responsibility  of  a professional  staff  of 
international  reputation.  Through  a wide  variety  of  programs  the  Society  promotes  recognition  of  the  value  of 
numismatics  in  reconstructing  man's  past,  an  understanding  of  proper  numismatic  method,  and  appreciation 
and  use  of  the  Society's  holdings.  The  ANS  is  committed  to  making  its  resources  available  to  the  widest  possible 
audience. 

The  Society's  Graduate  Seminar  in  Numismatics,  established  in  1952,  continues  today  as  a highly  respected 
training  program  in  the  discipline  and  numbers  among  its  alumni  many  scholars  now  in  academic  positions 
including  several  of  the  Society's  current  curatorial  staff.  The  Society  administers  a variety  of  fellowships  and 
grants  designed  to  promote  research  in  numismatics  and  encourage  use  of  the  collections.  The  ANS  is  also  an 
important  disseminator  of  research,  and  enjoys  a reputation  as  the  largest  non-profit  numismatic  publishing 
house  in  the  world,  issuing  books,  periodicals,  and  catalogs  in  a variety  of  series  and  special  issues  that  continue 
to  win  awards  each  year. 

In  2003,  the  ANS  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  the  following  mission  statement: 


The  object  and  mission  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  the  preeminent  national 
institution  advancing  the  study  and  public  appreciation  of  coins,  currency,  medals,  orders  and  decorations, 
and  related  objects  of  all  cultures  as  historical  and  artistic  documents  and  artifacts;  by  maintaining  the 
foremost  numismatic  collection,  museum,  and  library;  by  supporting  scholarly  research  and  publications;  and 
by  sponsoring  educational  and  interpretive  programs  for  diverse  audiences. 


In  2008  the  Society  moved  into  its  new  headquarters  at  Varick  Street  and  Canal  Street  in  Lower  Manhattan 
where  visitor  traffic  increases  each  year.  A variety  of  events  and  lectures  are  held  at  ANS  headquarters  and  ANS 
staff  members  attend  conferences  and  present  papers  throughout  the  globe  each  year.  Most  recently  the  ANS 
has  focused  on  improving  the  digital  aspect  of  the  Society,  launching  the  widely  successful  and  highly  used 
MANTIS  (collections  database),  DONUM  (library  catalog),  and  ARCHER  (archives  database)  at  numismatics.org. 
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Frank  S.  Robinson 


Frank  S.  Robinson  lives  in  Albany,  N.Y.,  with  his  poet  wife  Therese  Broderick  and  their  teenaged  daughter 
Elizabeth.  Born  in  1947,  he  is  a 1970  graduate  of  NYU  School  of  Law,  and  spent  his  professional 
career  in  utility  regulation  with  the  New  York  Public  Service  Commission.  For  two  decades  he  served 
as  an  administrative  law  judge,  managing  some  major  public  proceedings,  including  deliberations  on 
the  controversial  Shoreham  nuclear  power  project.  In  1997  he  left  the  agency  to  devote  full  time  to 
numismatics. 

Robinson  has  been  a coin  collector  for  more  than  half  a century,  and  a dealer  for  over  30  years.  Fie  was 
appointed  to  the  1972  U.S.  Assay  Commission  by  President  Nixon;  was  president  of  the  Albany  (N.Y.) 
Numismatic  Society,  and  has  been  its  secretary  since  1985;  and  authored  the  1992  book.  Confessions 
of  a Numismatic  Fanatic,  a widely  acclaimed  general  guide  to  the  hobby. 

Fie  has  written  several  other  books,  including  a 1973  study  of  machine  politics;  a fantasy  novel;  and,  in 
2009,  The  Case  for  Rational  Optimism  (published  by  Transaction  Books  at  Rutgers  University),  a 
wide-ranging  work  discussing  philosophical,  scientific,  and  public  affairs  issues,  celebrating  human  life  and 
progress. 

This  positive  outlook  also  infuses  Robinson's  numismatic  life.  With  all  the  emphasis  on  financial 
considerations,  and  nitpicking  over  grading  points,  it  is  easy  to  lose  sight  of  what  it's  all  about:  enjoying  the 
coins.  But  this  dealer  does  still  love  all  aspects  of  working  with  those  endlessly  fascinating  little  metal  disks. 

While  it  is  often  said  that  the  collector-dealer  has  a conflict  of  interest,  Robinson  disagrees,  maintaining  that 
his  dealership  has  greatly  enhanced  his  collecting,  chiefly  through  expanded  opportunities  for  acquisitions; 
and  that  synergy  between  collecting  and  dealing  augments  the  pleasure  in  both.  The  selection  of  coins 
offered  in  this  auction  has  certainly  benefited. 

It  was  in  the  early  1970s  that  Robinson  began  collecting  Chinese  coins,  lured  by  the  field's  intriguing 
complexity,  its  deep  historical  connections,  and  the  opportunities  for  finding  unappreciated  bargains  at 
a time  when  few  dealers  understood  these  coins.  After  Robinson  gave  a talk  on  the  subject  at  the  local 
coin  club  in  1976,  Dr.  Kenneth  Sartoris  offered  to  sell  his  own  Chinese  collection  to  him.  Sartoris  was  a 
dedicated  longtime  enthusiast;  he  had  purchased  a significant  group  of  coins  in  1950  from  the  widow 
of  A.M.  Tracey  Woodward,  author  of  The  Minted  Ten  Cash  Coins  of  China.  Quite  a few  of  those 
noteworthy  ex-Woodward  coins  are  in  the  present  sale. 

Parting  with  them  has  its  painful  side.  But  Robinson,  mindful  of  human  impermanence,  also  views  this 
auction  as  a culmination,  a natural  milestone  in  a lifetime  endeavor.  And  he  still  retains  plenty  of  coins  - 
including  a comprehensive  collection  of  cast  cash. 
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The  General  M.  S.  Newton/Kenneth  Bresseh  Collection  of  Chinese  Silver  Dollars 


United  States  Marine  Corps  General  Miles  Stanley  Newton  loved  his  hobby  of  collecting  coins.  His  goal 
was  to  acquire  a choice  specimen  of  every  coin  listed  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.  It  was  an 
objective  nearly  completed  before  his  untimely  death  in  1970.  In  addition  to  that  ambitious  aim  he  also 
turned  his  attention  to  saving  coins  of  the  many  countries  in  which  he  served  while  in  the  Marine  Corps. 

"Stan"  Newton,  as  he  was  known  to  his  many  friends,  was  born  in  1903  in  Brattleboro,  Vermont,  and  began 
collecting  at  an  early  age.  His  education,  marriage,  and  time  in  the  service  never  stood  in  the  way  of  the 
hobby  he  termed  a source  of  pleasure,  savings  and  a family  investment.  As  an  experienced  numismatist, 
Newton  was  never  too  busy  to  help  other  collectors  and  he  was  a member  of  many  coin  clubs  where 
he  assumed  an  active  role.  He  was  known  for  his  soft-spoken  manner  and  modesty.  He  gladly  assisted 
youngsters  and  beginners  with  advice  or  support,  and  often  sold  coins  to  them  at  prices  well  below  their 
true  value. 

The  United  States  portion  of  the  General's  vast  collection  was  sold  at  public  auction  by  Rarcoa  at  the  1 970 
American  Numismatic  Association  convention  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.  The  amazing  scope  and  quality  of  the  coins 
in  that  portion  of  his  collection  was  a tribute  to  his  perseverance  and  dedication  to  acquiring  nearly  every 
variety  and  date  of  all  gold,  silver,  nickel  and  copper  coins. 

While  serving  in  China  in  the  1930s  Newton  had  an  opportunity  to  select  choice  silver  dollars  from  local 
sources.  With  his  keen  eye  for  quality  he  was  able  to  assemble  the  representative  group  of  pieces  that  are 
now  being  offered  in  this  auction  sale.  When  his  collection  was  dispersed  in  1970  the  China  dollars  were 
acquired  as  a group  by  former  ANA  President  Kenneth  Bressett,  and  have  been  held  intact  since  that  time 
with  a few  carefully  selected  pieces  added  to  the  collection.  The  majority  of  these  coins  have  been  preserved 
together  for  the  past  70  years  by  the  two  owners. 

Kenneth  Bressett  has  actively  promoted  the  study  and  hobby  of  numismatics  for  more  than  50  years.  His 
published  works  on  the  subject  cover  a wide  range  of  topics  and  extend  from  short  articles  to  standard 
reference  books  on  such  diverse  topics  as  ancient  coins,  paper  money,  English  and  United  States  coins. 

Throughout  his  career  he  has  worked  as  an  author,  editor  and  publisher  of  books  and  products  for  coin 
collectors.  He  has  also  taught  the  subject  to  hundreds  of  students  through  courses  at  Colorado  College 
and  other  places.  From  1 983  to  1 988  he  served  the  American  Numismatic  Association  as  Director  of  Coin 
Authentication  and  Educational  Programs.  Subsequently  he  served  on  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors,  and  as 
Vice  President  and  President. 


Bressett  was  appointed  to  the  U.S.  Assay  Commission  in  1 966  by  President  Lyndon  Johnson,  and  in  1 996  was 
made  a member  of  the  Citizens  Commemorative  Coin  Advisory  Committee.  He  has  received  numerous  awards 
in  recognition  of  his  service  and  dedication  to  numismatics,  including  election  to  the  National  Numismatic 
Hall  of  Fame,  The  American  Numismatic  Association  Medal  of  Merit,  and  the  Ferran  Zerbe  award. 
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She  Yim  Wong 


Yim  (Hap)  Wong  was  born  in  Nanking,  China,  in  1901.  His  father  was  an  exporting  merchant  with  ties  to 
the  Anti-Qing  Underground.  Fearing  for  his  family  in  the  lead-up  to  the  Xin  Hal  Revolution  of  1911,  Mr. 
Wong  fled  to  America  with  his  three  sons.  His  main  customer  for  silk  In  America  smuggled  them  to  America 
and  gave  them  all  employment  in  the  textile  industry.  They  worked  together  for  nine  years.  During  this  time. 
She  Yim  honed  his  skills  as  a tailor.  In  1 920,  Mr.  Wong  took  his  oldest  son  and  returned  to  China  to  be  with 
his  ailing  wife.  She  Yim  and  his  younger  brother  stayed  behind  in  San  Francisco.  Hap's  mother  died  in  1 922 
and  his  father  passed  2 years  later.  The  brother  remained  in  China. 

Through  the  Roaring  20s,  She  Yim  worked  for  theater  companies  from  San  Francisco  to  Los  Angeles.  During 
that  period,  he  was  given  a partial  collection  of  Chinese  coins.  One  of  the  coins  sparked  his  interest.  The 
coin  was  a 1912  Sun  Yat-sen  Dollar  - he  met  the  man  on  the  coin  with  his  father  prior  to  the  Revolution 
of  191 1.  This  connection  developed  a passion.  In  the  late  1920s  Hap  journeyed  to  New  York  where  he 
spent  six  years  working  the  theater  scene.  It  was  there  that  a theater  boss  dubbed  She  Yim  "happy"  while 
addressing  him  for  some  alterations  to  a costume.  He  moved  back  to  the  West  Coast  with  his  experience 
and  nickname  in  tow.  For  30  more  years,  he  worked  in  theater  and  commerce.  He  collected  coins  and 
gathered  art  on  very  humble  means. 

By  the  mid  1 960s,  Hap  moved  to  Chicago  to  live  with  a good  friend.  In  1 967,  a tug  from  his  older  brother 
and  native  Nanjing  proved  unfortunate.  Hap  visited  China  and  developed  a fatal  Illness  and  passed  away 
in  1968.  In  1988,  the  family  was  contacted  and  was  presented  with  Hap's  coins  and  art. 
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The  Wa  She  Wong  Collection 

Born  in  1937  to  a family  of  affluence  in  Hong  Kong,  Wa  She  Wong  was  exposed  to  many  of 
the  finer  things  in  life  and,  as  a small  child,  fostered  an  interest  in  stamp  and  coin  collecting.  His 
father,  Bing  Fong  Wong,  was  an  educator  at  Ling  Nam  University,  the  top  college  in  Guangzhou 
providence.  He  also  established  a chemical  company  that  manufactured  sulfuric  acid,  all  while 
being  an  avid  collector  of  fine  stamps  and  coins. 

Wa  She  Wong  earned  a Bachelor  of  Science  from  Ling  Nam  University,  but  due  to  the 
Chinese  Communist  up  rise  in  the  1950's,  Wong  immigrated  to  the  United  States  to  continue 
his  education.  He  graduated  with  excellence  from  University  of  California  Berkeley,  holding  a 
Ph.D.  in  Electrochemical  Engineering. 

During  the  1970's,  Wong  worked  as  an  electrochemical  engineer  at  Warren  Motors,  a General 
Motors  research  facility  in  Michigan.  He  was  an  integral  part  of  a team  of  scientists  that 
researched  and  developed  a practical  application  for  battery  usage  in  electric  cars.  While 
working  at  Warren  Motors,  Wong  built  up  an  influential  collection  of  American  coins  that 
unfortunately  was  stolen  from  his  home  and  never  recovered. 

In  1 977,  Wong  quit  his  job  and  returned  to  the  family  real  estate  business  in  Hong  Kong.  Upon 
his  return  to  China,  his  passion  for  Chinese  stamp  and  coin  collecting  was  rekindled,  and  in 
1983  he  opened  his  own  stamp  and  coin  store.  Honest  Stamps  and  Coins  in  Causeway  Bay. 
Two  other  stores,  located  in  Central  Hong  Kong  and  Kowloon,  were  opened  shortly  after  and 
were  successfully  owned  and  operate  by  Wong  and  three  business  partners. 

Prospering  from  the  family  real  estate  business  allowed  Wong  to  run  his  stamp  and  coin  stores 
based  solely  on  his  interest  in  the  hobby  and  not  for  profit.  Wong  was  a noble  man  and  enjoyed 
educating  and  fostering  others  interest  in  coins  and  stamps,  which  he  did  passionately  until 
his  death  in  2000. 

This  collection  of  Chinese  coins,  developed  primarily  while  running  his  stores,  is  evidence  of 
the  enthusiasm  he  shared  with  his  customers  and  fellow  collectors.  His  goal  was  to  create 
a reference  collection  of  all  Chinese  and  Hong  Kong  coinage,  including  rare  patterns  and 
varieties  you  will  see  in  this  catalog.  Remarkably,  almost  every  coin  in  the  collection  had  the 
date  and  price  he  paid  back  in  the  late  1970's  and  1980's. 

Wong  acquired  his  coins  from  a variety  of  sources,  including  the  three  stores  he  operated  in 
Hong  Kong,  at  public  auction,  and  from  collectors  and  reputable  dealers  around  the  world. 
Many  coins  were  attributed  to  recognized  names  of  Chinese  numismatics,  including  Eduard 
Kaan,  the  famous  collector  and  author  of  several  important  books  on  Chinese  coins.

In  the  mid-19th  century  the  use  of  opium  spread  far  and  wide  throughout  China,  and  several  rebellions  occurred 
because  of  this.  The  Tai  Ping  rebellion,  which  killed  over  20  million  people,  fought  against  opium  and  for  a 
Communist-Christian  form  of  government.  From  1851  to  1864  the  country  suffered  from  the  revolution  that  was 
led  by  Hong  Xiuquan,  a visionary  who  had  been  influenced  by  a dream  and  felt  that  he  was  called  to  rid  China 
of  idolatry  and  corruption.  He  became  obsessed  with  the  idea  that  he  was  a brother  with  Jesus  Christ,  and  fated 
to  rule  all  of  China. 

Hong's  "Heavenly  Kingdom  of  Great  Peace,  "T'ai  P'ing  T'ien  Kuo,"  issued  a number  of  cast  bronze  cash  coins. 
All  are  scarce  now,  but  were  plentiful  at  the  time  and  saw  wide  circulation.  When  the  rebel  capital  Nanking  was 
captured  by  the  Imperial  troops  in  1 864,  the  slaughter  was  beyond  belief.  The  general  in  charge  of  the  operation 
reported  that  not  one  of  the  rebels  surrendered  and  everyone  had  to  be  killed.  Over  100,000  were  murdered  in 
that  city  alone,  and  some  parts  of  the  country  were  so  badly  depopulated  that  the  effects  were  still  felt  at  the 
turn  of  the  century. 

During  the  brief  glory  days  of  the  Tai  Ping  Kingdom,  they  issue  not  only  bronze  cash  coins,  but  also  a unique 
form  of  silver  and  perhaps  some  gold  coinage.  The  silver  pieces  were  the  weight  of  one-half  and  one-quarter 
tael.  Each  coin  was  individually  hand-incised  with  the  characters  T'ien  Ku,  "Heavenly  Kingdom,"  on  the  obverse, 
and  Sheng  Pao,  "Sacred  Currency,"  on  the  reverse.  There  is  no  explanation  as  to  why  the  labor-intensive  hand- 
engraving technique  was  used.  Production  must  have  been  very  limited,  and  perhaps  the  coins  were  used  only 
for  special  purposes.  The  few  remaining  pieces  known  today  verify  that  they  were  never  common. 

A survey  of  private  collections  and  museums  reveals  that  only  about  two  dozen  of  these  exceptional  coins  are 
still  extant.  Five  or  six  of  these  are  one-quarter  tael  pieces;  the  others  are  one-half  tael  coins.  They  hold  a place 
in  history  and  numismatic  lore  unrivaled  by  few  others.  They  were  first  described  in  1868  in  a French  book  on 
siege  coins.  Only  a few  have  been  offered  in  public  sales  since  that  time.

(famous  Philadelphia  coin  dealer)  to  George  T.  Morgan  (Chief  Engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint  and  designer  of  the  Morgan  Dollar).  The  letter  reads 
as  follows:  "United  States  Mint  Philadelphia  Mar  26.  1921.  Mr.  Henry  Chapman  to  George  T.  Morgan.  Engraving  pair  of  dies  for  medal  - 1 Vi 
inches  diameter  - Portrait  of  Chinese  General  - Reverse  dragon  with  inscription  - paid  April  $25(deposit)  - $100  received  payment."  2)  Receipt 
from  the  United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia  dated  March  2,  1921  for  the  striking  of  three  gold  Chinese  medals.  There  are  two  receipts  attached 
together  with  a metal  pin.  The  first  is  a hand  type  receipt  containing  the  following  information:  "Three  Chinese  Gold  Medals.  Weight  in  coin 
gold  4.36  oz.  (900  Fine)  = 3.95  oz.  Fine  Gold  (999  Fine).  Fine  Gold  $20.67  per  oz.  Cost  of  gold  $81.65,  Labor  $3.13,  Overhead  $0.52  Total 
$85.30."  The  second  piece  of  paper  is  an  official  receipt  from  the  Mint  of  the  United  States,  U.S.  Mint  Service  form  no.  146  made  out  to  George 
T.  Morgan  for  the  striking  of  three  Chinese  gold  medal  with  the  amount  from  the  previous  receipt.  The  receipt  is  signed  by  Ada  Williamson 
Medal  Clerk.  Some  hand  notations  on  the  reverse  in  pencil.  3)  Receipt  from  the  United  States  mint  at  Philadelphia  to  Mr.  Henry  Chapman  for 
the  striking  of  (22)  gold  medals  from  Chinese  dies  and  (50)  silver  medals  from  Chinese  dies,  dated  November  25,  1921.  The  receipt  is  hand 
typed  on  official  printed  U.S.  mint  service  form  146.  The  receipt  totals  $678.96  with  a cost  for  the  22  gold  medals  at  $610.57  and  $68.39  for 
the  silver  medals. 

A very  interesting  group  of  historical  documents  that  shed  some  new  light  to  the  historical  background  of  the  Yuan  Shih-kai  as  Hung  Hsien 
commemorative  medals/dollars.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  receipts  for  the  striking  of  these  are  nine  months  apart.  This  most  likely  accounts 
for  why  there  are  different  edge  varieties  on  known  genuine  medals/coins  of  this  type.  Although  Henry  Chapman  owned  the  dies  for  said  issue, 
it  is  unlikely  he  owned  the  collars  to  produce  the  edges.  In  all  likelihood  the  mint  official  responsible  for  striking  these  would  select  a collar  of 
the  appropriate  size  each  time  these  were  struck.  This  leaving  numismatist  today  with  minor  variances  in  edge  designs.

It  is  interesting  to 
note  the  date  is  arranged  in  a western  manner  as  1931  which  deviates  from  the  traditional  method  dating  coins  with  the 
year  of  the  Republic,  which  in  this  case  would  have  been  the  20th  year.  Certainly  this  was  done  intentionally  to  make  the 
statement  that  the  Hunan  Soviet  Government  was  the  new  governing  body.  The  reverse  design  bears  a central  value  of  "one 
Yuan"  or  dollar  flanked  by  crossed  branches  symbolizing  the  good  harvest.  This  reverse  design  was  clearly  adapted  from  the 
reverse  of  earlier  Yuan  Shih-kai  dollars,  a coin  for  which  the  early  soviet  forces  made  imitations  of  in  order  to  purchase  goods 
in  nationalist  controlled  areas.  EXTREMELY  RARE  as  only  a small  number  of  examples  are  known  to  exist.  Some  light  ev- 
idence of  old  cleaning  that  is  now  obscured  by  old  collection  toning.  Very  attractive  and  one  of  nicest  and  well  struck  ex- 
amples of  this  type  we  have  record  of.

Due  to  its  low 
mintage  and  the  early  nature  of  its  issue  very  few  examples  have  survived,  especially  in  nice  condition.  The  original  Pei  Yang  Arse- 
nal mint  was  destroyed  during  the  Boxer  Rebellion  only  to  be  later  rebuilt,  eventually  becoming  the  Tientsin  mint  which  served  as 
the  main  mint  for  all  of  China.  In  terms  of  overall  condition  this  is  one  of  the  nicer  year  22  dollars  we  have  seen.  All  characters 
are  well  struck  and  fully  present.  Especially  well  struck  dragon  with  bold  whiskers  and  all  of  the  scales  sharp  and  defined.  Cleaned 
at  one  time,  this  specimen  has  superior  strike  and  reflective  surfaces,  both  exceptional  qualities  usually  not  found  with  this  type.

Wade's  propositions  for  this  pattern  series  were 
relayed  on  October  1 9th  1 867  via  Captain  Kinder  to  the  Governor  of  Flong  Kong.  The  dies  for  these  patterns  are  housed  in  the  Royal 
Mint  where  they  were  deposited  in  1 888  by  Kinder's  heirs  after  his  death.  Original  concept  drawings  of  the  proposed  coinage  design, 
as  well  as  correspondences  from  Kinder  also  survive  in  London.  The  dies  and  patterns  were  produced  in  England,  with  the  intention 
of  the  circulating  coinage  to  be  struck  by  the  Hong  Kong  mint.  However  the  Hong  Kong  Mint  soon  after  closed,  ceasing  operations 
in  April  of  1868.  The  minting  machinery  was  then  sold  the  Osaka  Mint  in  Japan.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  numismatists  have 
speculated  that  this  issue  may  have  been  intended  for  use  as  a trade  coinage  with  Korea.  In  fact  the  Bank  of  Japan  has  an  example 
of  the  1 Mace  in  it's  collection  list  as  Korea.  The  coins  are  also  listed  in  The  Catalog  of  Korean  Coins  and  Bank  Notes  also  lists  this 
series  pg.171#21 .1/21 .4.  Although  use  as  a Sino-Korean  trade  coin  is  plausible,  no  solid  documentation  in  support  of  this  is  known.

In  1856,  the  Shanghai  authorities  authorized  silver- 
smiths to  issue  coinage  in  an  attempt  to  replace  the  Spanish  8 Reales.  The  firms  Wong  Yung  Sheng,  Ching  Cheng  Chee  and  Yu  Shen 
Sheng  were  granted  permission  to  issue  coinage  in  the  denominations  of  one  Tael  and  5 Mace.  This  was  a short  lived  coinage  as  the 
monthly  output  was  only  about  3,000  pieces  and  was  not  large  enough  to  meet  the  demand.  This  combined  with  the  large  number  of 
forgeries  entering  circulation  doomed  the  project  to  a short  period  of  only  about  six  months.  Extremely  significant  as  the  Shanghai  se- 
ries represents  the  first  Tael  coinage  produced  in  China.  Well  struck  and  very  attractive  with  good  surfaces.  One  of  the  nicest  examples 
of  this  early  Tael  coinage  we  have  seen.

EXTREMELY  RARE,  very  interesting,  and  historically  very  important.  In  the  mid-nineteenth  century  the  use  of  opium  spread  far  and  wide 
throughout  China,  several  rebellions  occurred  because  of  this.  The  Tai  Ping  rebellion,  which  killed  over  20  million  people,  fought  against 
opium  and  for  a Communist-Christian  form  of  government.  From  1851  to  1 864  the  country  suffered  from  the  revolution  that  was  led 
by  Hong  Xiuquan,  a visionary  who  had  been  influenced  by  a dream,  felt  that  he  was  called  to  rid  China  of  idolatry  and  corruption.  He 
became  obsessed  with  the  idea  that  he  was  a brother  of  Jesus  Christ,  fated  to  rule  all  of  China.  Hong's  "Heavenly  Kingdom  of  Great 
Peace"  T'ai  P'ing  T'ien  Kuo,  issued  a number  of  cast  bronze  cash  coins.  All  are  scarce  now,  but  were  plentiful  at  the  time  and  saw 
wide  circulation.  When  the  rebel  capital  Nanking  was  captured  by  the  Imperial  troops  in  1864,  the  slaughter  was  beyond  belief.  The 
general  in  charge  of  the  operation  reported  that  not  one  of  the  rebels  surrendered,  and  everyone  had  to  be  killed.  Over  1 00,000  were 
murdered  in  that  city  alone,  and  some  parts  of  the  country  were  so  badly  depopulated  that  the  effects  were  still  felt  at  the  turn  of  the 
century.  During  the  brief  glory  days  of  the  Tai  Ping  Kingdom,  they  issued  not  only  bronze  cash  coins,  but  also  a unique  form  of  silver  and 
perhaps  even  some  gold  coinage.  The  silver  pieces  weighed  one-half  and  one-quarter  tael.  Each  coin  was  individually  hand  inscribed 
with  the  characters  "T'ien  Kua"  (Heavenly  Kingdom)  on  the  obverse,  and  "Sheng  Pao"  (Sacred  Currency)  on  the  reverse.  There  is  no 
explanation  as  to  why  this  labor-intensive  hand  engraving  technique  was  used.  Production  must  have  been  very  limited,  and  perhaps 
the  coins  were  used  only  for  special  purposes.  The  few  remaining  pieces  known  today  verify  that  they  were  never  common.  To  the  best 
of  our  knowledge  these  pieces  were  first  published  in  Brussels  Belgium  by  Mailliet  in  the  reference  "Atlas  des  Monnaies  Obsidionales 
et  de  Necessite",  1 868.  A survey  of  private  collections  and  museums  reveals  that  a very  small  number  of  pieces  are  known  to  exist.  The 
following  is  a list  of  the  surviving  pieces  of  which  we  are  aware.
